Elementary  schools  earn  $100,  students  to  be  honored  Nov.  1 


Members  of  the  Clement 
Street  Merchants  Association 
committee  judged  542  entries  in 
the  association’s  sixth  annual 
Children’s  Poster  Contest  Oct.

said  Greg  Moore,  executive  di¬ 
rector  of  the  Golden  Gate 
National  Parks  Conservancy.

The  renovation  project  has 
been  going  on  for  the  past  two 
years.

The  intent  of  the  GGNRA  is 
to  open  a  window  to  Lands  End 
at  the  turn  of  the  20th  century,

New  Merrie  Way  debuts  at 


New 
traffic- 
calming 
plan  for 
District 
on  way

Chicanes,  circles,  speed  ta¬ 
bles,  gateways  and  bulbouts  may 
sound  mysterious,  but  residents 
of  the  central  Richmond  District 
are  about  to  discover  how  they 
will  help  alleviate  the  neighbor¬ 
hood’s  mounting  traffic  turmoil. 
Speeding,  for  example,  is  endem¬ 
ic,  according  to  a  traffic  study  re¬ 
cently  conducted  by  the  San 
Francisco  Municipal  Transport¬ 
ation  Authority  (MTA). 

“Even  though  stop  signs  are 
designed  to  slow  traffic,  cars  rou¬ 
tinely  speed  up  between  the 
signs.  The  posted  speed  limit  is 
25  m.p.h.,  but  our  data  showed 
an  average  of  5  m.p.h.  over  that,” 
said  MTA  project  manager  Dan 
Provence. 

Solutions  are  currently  on  the 
drawing  board,  but  relief  won’t 
be  felt  for  a  while.  Over  the  past 
year,  MTA  began  initial  planning 
to  implement  a  new  traffic-calm¬ 
ing  program  in  the  area.  It  was 
being  used  in  other  cities,  and 
then  SF  Mayor  Willie  Brown 
launched  it  here  in  2000.  The 
first  project  was  completed  in 
2004,  and  it  has  proven  effective 
in  other  San  Francisco  neighbor¬ 
hoods. 

According  to  MTA,  the  pro¬ 
gram  has  given  San  Francisco 
new  tools  to  address  the  prob¬ 
lems  associated  with  a  growing 
number  of  cars,  making  the 
streets  friendlier  for  pedestrians, 
bicyclists  and  motorists. 

“It  results  in  a  slower,  steadier 
speed,”  Provence  said. 

Neighborhoods  where  projects 
have  been  completed  include 
Bernal  Heights,  Ingleside 
Terrace,  Bayview  and  Diamond 
Heights.  In  addition  to  the  central 
Richmond,  other  projects  cur¬ 
rently  in  the  planning  phase  in¬ 
clude  Potrero  Hill,  Lake, 
Kirkham  and  Clipper  streets, 
Holloway  Avenue  and  Broadway.

•  New  interpretive  kiosks  and 
signage  at  an  adjoining  Coastal 
Trail  trailhead  will  provide  an¬ 
nouncements  of  programs,  walks 
and  events  at  Lands  End;. 

•  Native  plants  have  been 
planted  throughout  the  area  and 
at  the  trailhead,  which  will  be 
continued  along  the  Coastal  Trail 
corridor: 

•  A  new  parking  lot  with  135 
car  spaces  and  five  bus  spots. 

“The  new  trailhead  amphithe¬ 
ater  space  creates  a  visible  and 
welcoming  entrance  to  the 
Coastal  Trail  that  provides  a 
gathering  space  for  groups  for 
talks  and  presentations,”  said 
John  Skibbe,  principal  architect 
on  the  Lands  End  restoration  pro¬ 
ject.  “Bringing  the  community 
together  in  this  stunning  location 
has  always  been  one  of  our 
goals.” 

In  phase  two  of  the  project, 
the  Golden  Gate  National 
Recreation  Area  will  focus  on 


planting  20,000  trees  to  enhance 
the  area  and  bring  back  native 
habitat.  It  will  also  introduce 
monthly  walks,  working  with  the 
Parks  Conservancy,  to  bring 
more  San  Franciscans  to  the  area 
and  it  will  conduct  surveys,  work 
with  volunteers  to  maintain  the 
area  and  focus  on  the  GGNRA’s 
Trail  Keepers  program. 

The  Lands  End  restoration 


project  was  facilitated  with  the

Goals,  concerns  over  Geary  BRT 


Near  and  Long  Term  Transit 
Improvements 

Geary  Boulevard  is  a  heavily 
traveled  transit  corridor  -  more 
than  50,000  people  ride  the  Muni 
38  and  38L  lines  on  an  average 
weekday.  Both  lines  are  slow  and 
often  over-crowded.  The  Rich¬ 
mond  District  deserves  better 
transit  service;  there  is  little  dis¬ 
agreement  about  that.  The  ques¬ 
tion  is  what  form  those  improve¬ 
ments  should  take. 

The  SF  County  Transportation 
Authority  (TA)  sponsored  a  fea¬ 
sibility  study  for  implementing  a 
Bus  Rapid  Transit  (BRT)  line  on 


Geary  that  concluded  last  year. 
That  study  analyzed  five  options, 
two  of  which  were  relatively  in¬ 
expensive  and  could  be  quickly 
implemented,  and  three  others 
that  would  take  several  years  to 
design  and  construct.  Those  op¬ 
tions  were: 

•  Simple  improvements,  such 
as  traffic-signal  preemption,  cou¬ 
pled  with  relocation  of  bus-stops 
to  the  far  side  of  the  signaled  in¬ 
tersections; 

•  Same  improvements  as 
above  but  with  transit  preferen¬ 
tial  lanes  east  of  Van  Ness 
Avenue  only  during  commute 


hours 

•  A  side  running  BRT,  with 
buses  running  in  dedicated  curb 
lanes; 

•  A  center  running  BRT,  with 
buses  running  in  dedicated  lanes 
in  the  median  with  platforms 
along  the  median’s  outer-edges; 

•  A  center  running  BRT,  but 
with  center-platforms.  This 
would  require  new  buses  with 
doors  on  the  left  side  of  the  bus, 
necessary  for  use  with  a  center 
platform. 

Note  that  there  was  no  study 
of  a  light  rail,  or  LRT  option, 
other  than  the  proviso  that  noth¬ 
ing  in  the  BRT  system’s  design 
should  preclude  an  LRT  system 
later. 

One  result  of  that  study  was  a 
recommendation  to  begin  envi¬ 
ronmental  analysis  and  engineer¬ 
ing.  According  to  the  TA’s  Web 
site,  “The  environmental  analysis 
will  identify  the  benefits  and  im¬ 
pacts  of  BRT  alternatives,  recom¬ 
mend  a  preferred  alternative  for 
Geary,  and  develop  a  set  of 
strategies  to  mitigate  potential 
impacts  of  BRT  implementa¬ 
tion.” 

The  five  options  described 
above  are  not  necessarily  the 
only  ones  that  the  environmental 
study  will  consider. 

What  worries  me  is  that  the 
two  lower-cost,  quickly-imple¬ 
mented  versions  (#1  and  #2 
above)  will  not  make  it  into  the 
next  study,  and  that  the  new 
study  will  jump  right  to  the  ex¬ 
pensive,  long-lead  dedicated  lane 
of  BRT  options  (#3,  #4  &  #5 
above).  Those  more  elaborate  op¬ 
tions  would  improve  transit,  but 
not  necessarily  to  a  level  propor¬ 
tional  to  their  cost  in  time,  mon¬ 
ey  and  disruption. 

Problems  with  BRT 

Proponents  of  a  sophisticated 
BRT  system  cite  its  relatively 
low  cost  to  build  and  operate. 
The  investment  required,  howev¬ 
er,  will  be  significant  (more  than 
$200  million).  For  that  large  of 
an  investment,  the  BRT  system 
should  be  expandable  to  meet  fu¬ 
ture  increases  in  ridership.  But  to

be  effective,  BRT  relies  on  traffic 
signal  preemption  (change  a  red- 
light  to  a  green  light)  or  signal 
hold  (hold  a  green  signal  until 
the  vehicle  crosses  the  intersec¬ 
tion).  Among  the  intersections 
that  the  Geary  BRT  would  have 
to  traverse  are  two  California 
state  highways  -  Highway  1 
(Park  Presidio  Boulevard)  and 
US  Highway  101  (Van  Ness 
Avenue).  As  ridership  on  the 
BRT  line  increases,  since  buses 
can’t  be  train-lined  together  like 
light  rail  vehicles,  more  buses 
traveling  closer  together  will  be 
needed.  At  some  point,  the  bus 
preemption  could  impede  traffic 
on  those  streets  to  an  unaccept¬ 
able  level.  This  would  no  doubt 
result  in  demands  for  fewer  sig¬ 
nal  pre-empts,  reducing  the  ef¬ 
fectiveness  of  the  BRT  system. 

Further,  to  be  effective  in  re¬ 
ducing  travel  times,  BRT  needs 
greater  spacing  between  stops 
than  typical  local  bus  service 
provides  -  something  akin  to  the 
distance  between  stops  for  the 
current  38L  (limited  stop)  ser¬ 
vice.  When  Muni  attempted  to 
reduce  the  number  of  stops  for 
the  38  local  along  O’Farrell 
Street  east  of  Van  Ness,  members 
of  the  community  organized  in 
opposition  and  had  the  number  of 
stop-eliminations  reduced.  That 
might  not  happen  west  of  Van 
Ness,  but  it  could,  compromising 
the  effectiveness  of  an  expensive, 
long  lead-time  project. 

Calls  for  Increased  Density 

There  will  be  pressure  to  in¬ 
crease  the  residential  density  of 
the  Richmond  District.  Indeed, 
Supervisor  Aaron  Peskin  has  al¬ 
ready  called  for  “density  equity” 
between  the  eastern  and  western 
portions  of  the  City.  Little  or 
nothing  may  come  of  this  in  the 
near  term,  but  at  some  point  there 
will  be  the  need  to  build  more 
housing  close  to  urban  centers. 
Even  discounting  the  threat  of 
global  warning,  we  can  be  sure 
that  dwindling  oil  supplies  and 
increased  demand  will  lead  to 
higher  prices.  Higher  oil  prices 
mean  higher  gasoline  prices,  and 
that  will  eventually  make  the 
long-distance  suburb  to  suburb  or 
suburb  to  city  commutes  that  are 
so  common  today  prohibitively 
expensive. 

The  Richmond  District  will 
ultimately  change;  the  question  is 
-  how  will  that  change  happen? 
Will  we  get  the  necessary  im¬ 
provements  in  infrastructure  to 
accommodate  higher  density,  or 


will  we  get  high-profile  but  low¬ 
effectiveness  changes  like  BRT 
to  placate  us  while  others  turn 
our  neighborhood  into  an  over¬ 
crowded  disaster? 

Subway/LRT  Option 

Some  simple  changes  to  the 
current  bus  service  on  Geary 
would  improve  service  quickly 
and  cheaply  and  almost  as  much 
as  a  full-blown  center-running 
BRT.  That’s  a  great  short-term 
solution  to  our  mobility  problem 
in  the  Richmond  District.  The 
longer  term  solution  will  require 
a  more  sophisticated  but  none- 
the-less  viable  solution  -  an  ex¬ 
tension  of  the  Muni  Metro  sys¬ 
tem  to  the  northwest  part  of  the 
City  in  a  tunnel. 

Building  subways  in  older 
cities  is  an  expensive  proposi¬ 
tion.  Indeed,  the  cost  estimate  for 
the  planned  Central  Subway 
from  the  Caltrain  depot  to 
Chinatown  and  North  Beach  in¬ 
cludes  $21  million  for  utility  re¬ 
location  and  $22  million  for  tem¬ 
porary  facilities  and  other  related 
costs  during  construction. 

But  other  old,  dense  cities  are 
either  planning  or  building  new 
subway  systems.  Los  Angeles  is 
now  building  its  Metro  Gold 
Line  east-side  extension.  Total 
cost  of  that  project  is  $900  mil¬ 
lion  and  will  open  late  next  year. 
The  Gold  Line  extension  is  simi¬ 
lar  to  a  Muni  Metro  extension 
out  Geary,  and  the  costs  of  those 
two  projects  should  be  compara¬ 
ble. 

New  York  City  is  building  its 
first  new  subway  in  more  than  50 
years,  the  Second  Avenue 
Subway.  When  that  project  is 
completed  it  will  be  8.5  miles 
long,  add  16  new  stations  and 
cost  $13  billion. 

Changing  Times 

Our  community,  state,  nation, 
and  whole  planet  are  coming  into 
a  period  of  transition. 

Half  of  the  energy  we  use  in 
the  United  States  goes  to  trans¬ 
portation,  and  that’s  a  problem. 
We  need  to  develop  better  trans¬ 
portation  systems. 

We  have  two  choices  -  we  can 
start  acting  now  to  build  better 
transportation  systems  in  a 
planned,  rational  way.  Or,  we  can 
wait  until  we  are  faced  with  a 
real  crisis  and  act  out  of  despera¬ 
tion.  I’m  for  acting  now.

Working  to  reach  finish  line 


November  is  here,  and  we 
continue  to  race  towards  the  fin¬ 
ish  line.  We  will  remain  busy  un¬ 
til  our  last  hour;  here  are  a  few  of 
our  current  pieces  of  legislation. 

Formula  Retail  Controls 

I  am  working  on  the  expan¬ 
sion  of  Conditional  Use  Permit 
authorizations  for  Formula  Retail 
permits  to  extend  into  areas 
along  the  Van  Ness  corridor  and 
the  Tenderloin.  This  is  not  a  ban 
of  Formula  Retail  but  will  simply 
give  the  Planning  Commission 
an  opportunity  to  hear  each 
Formula  Retail  establishment 
permit  application. 

Formula  Retail  is  defined  as 
any  business  with  1 1  or  more 
stores  nationwide.  The  existing 
Formula  Retail  controls  through¬ 
out  San  Francisco  are  to  pre¬ 
serve,  protect  and  promote  small 
business.  Controls  on  additional 
Formula  Retail  stores  will  help 
preserve  neighborhood  character 
and  keep  San  Francisco  the 
unique  City  that  we  all  love. 

The  commercial  corridors  in 
the  Richmond  District  already 
have  Condition  Use  requirements 
on  Formula  Retail  stores.  When 
an  application  is  submitted,  the 
Planning  Commission  holds  a 
hearing  to  determine  if  the  busi¬ 
ness  is  desired,  necessary  and  fits 
the  neighborhood  character  and 
need. 

With  the  current  economic 
crisis,  now  more  than  ever,  San 
Francisco  needs  to  ensure  that 
our  small  businesses  are  protect¬ 
ed  and  encouraged  to  grow. 

No  New  Advertisements  on 
San  Francisco  Streets 

You  may  remember  that  I  had 
a  policy  statement  on  the 
November  2007  ballot  asking 
city  officials  to  limit  the  adver¬ 
tisements  that  plaster  transit  shel¬ 
ters,  kiosks,  other  street  clutter 
and  buildings  in  our  public 
spaces  to  the  current  amount.  An 
overwhelming  number  of  voters 
(more  than  61  percent)  voted  to 
say  they  believe  that  the  City 
should  keep  the  streets  from  fur¬ 
ther  blight. 

This  month,  my  legislation  to 
codify  the  will  of  the  voters  is 
winding  its  way  through  the  leg¬ 


islative  process. 

I  have  made  the  legislation 
stronger  than  a  policy  statement 
by  amending  the  administrative 
code  so  that  we  may  ban  more 
advertisements  on  the  streets  of 
San  Francisco.  This  will  freeze 
the  number  of  advertisements  on 
street  furniture  to  the  amount  au¬ 
thorized  before  Jan.  1,  2008. 

This  will  ensure  that  current  con¬ 
tracts  with  agencies  will  not  be 
affected  (therefore  no  revenue 
lost  to  the  City),  but  also  that  any 
future  contracts  with  advertise¬ 
ment  agencies  will  not  further 
clog  our  streets  and  visual  envi¬ 
ronment. 

Park  Presidio  Boulevard 
Reforestation 

Please  join  me  for  a  public 
meeting  to  discuss  a  reforestation 
proposal  along  Park  Presidio 
Boulevard.  A  recent  Tree 
Assessment  Report  by 
HortScience  evaluated  1 ,077 
trees  in  the  15  blocks  east  and 
west  of  Park  Presidio  Boulevard 
and  indicated  that  a  number  of 
trees  along  the  greenbelt  that 
runs  along  Park  Presidio 
Boulevard  should  be  removed. 
The  report  identified  66  different 
species  of  trees,  each  rated  for 
the  risk  for  injury  to  pedestrians 
or  damage  to  property.  The  goal 
of  the  project  is  to  preserve  the 
safety  of  residents  and  the  char¬ 
acter  of  the  neighborhood. 

Fifty  trees  have  been  identi¬ 
fied  for  removal.  After  the  trees 
are  removed,  the  SF  Recreation

We  must  proactively  manage 
our  trees  to  ensure  their  health 
and  vitality,  and  preserve  the 
unique  green  spaces  of  Park 
Presidio  by  implementing  the  re¬ 
forestation  as  soon  as  possible. 

Golden  Gate  Park  Horse 
Stables 

As  some  of  you  may  recall,  I 
sponsored  a  measure  on  the  bal¬ 
lot  last  year  to  set  up  a  matching 
fund  program  in  an  effort  to  raise 
money  for  the  Golden  Gate  Park 
Stables.  The  program  offers  a  $1 
match  of  city  funds,  up  to 
$750,000,  for  every  $3  of  private 
monies  that  are  donated  to  the 
project.  To  donate  money  to  the 
GG  Park  Stables  project,  go  to 
the  Park's  Trust’s  Web  site  at 
sfpt.org  or  write  a  check  to  SFPT 
indicating  that  the  donation 
should  go  to  the  stables. 

We  need  to  capture  every  dol¬ 
lar  of  the  matching  funds  that  we 
can.  The  deadline  to  donate  for 
matching  funds  is  March  1,  2009. 

Phase  One  of  restoring  the 
historic  horse  stables  will  begin 
in  the  Fall  of  2009.  With  your 
help,  we  can  get  our  horse  stables 
operating  once  again.

Arboretum,  an  effort  to  showcase 
a  collection  of  plants  that  tell  the 
story  of  botanical  evolution. 

The  Ancient  Plant  Garden, 
formerly  known  as  the  Primitive 
Plant  Garden,  has  been  re¬ 
designed  and  divided  into  five 
epochs  of  geological  time:  the 
Devonian,  Pennsylvanian, 
Jurassic,  Early  Cretaceous  and 
Eocene.  The  new  layout  allows 
visitors  to  move  chronologically 
through  the  five  different  time 
periods  and  see  plants  in  each 
section  that  represent  samplings 
of  those  that  existed  during  the 
particular  epoch.

Police  officers  arrest  'surfer  car 
booster'  at  Ocean  Beach 
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Adventures  fuel  author's 
appetite  for  'Great  Escapes'

Richmond  District  resident  Laura  Del  Rosso  recently 
published  a  book  about  local  get-a-way  spots. 


For  the  adventurous  soul 
who  loves  to  travel  but  is  disillu¬ 
sioned  about  its  escalating  cost, 
Laura  Del  Rosso’s  book  “Great 
Escapes:  Northern  California” 
is  the  book  that  should  be  on 
your  bookshelf. 

As  the  price  of  fuel  and  airfare 
continue  to  escalate,  Del  Rosso’s 
book  is  most  timely.  She  de¬ 
scribes  the  book  not  as  a  compre¬ 
hensive  guide  to  the  region,  but 
rather  a  book  that  offers  people 
“an  assortment  of  possibilities.” 

“This  book  is  a  guidebook 
for  people  who  love  to  explore 
all  the  best  about  where  they 
live,”  she  said. 

“Great  Escapes”  features 
well-known  places,  such  as 
Yosemite  and  Napa  Valley,  as 
well  as  places  in  Northern 
California  that  are  not  as  well 
frequented,  including  Downie- 
ville,  the  Northern  Sonoma  Coast 
and  Lake  Basin.  The  30  destina¬ 
tions  featured  in  the  book  are 
within  a  four-hour  drive  from 
the  Bay  Area.  All  destinations 
offer  affordable  escapes  and  al¬ 
low  a  person  to  take  a  break  from 
the  hectic  pace  of  city  life. 

Some  are  located  in  historic 
towns  that  date  back  to  1 862. 

For  each  destination  she  clear¬ 
ly  and  briefly  gives  its  historic 
background  and  suggestions  for 
hotels  and  places  to  eat.  Del 
Rosso  includes  information  about 
the  availability  of  horseback  rid¬ 
ing,  canoeing  or  kayaking  and 
tells  about  short  walks  in  many 
of  the  areas. 

The  hotels  selected  for  each 
destination  were  chosen  on  the 
basis  of  their  charm,  uniqueness, 
historical  significance  or  good 
value.  The  eating  establishments 
mentioned  in  the  book  include 
casual  places  for  a  quick  bite 
and  those  that  are  known  for  fine 
dining.  Her  objective,  she  said, 
is  to  give  people  affordable 
places  to  travel  near  home  that 
would  offer  them  a  slower  pace 
so  they  can  feel  like  they  have 
really  gotten  away. 

“I  thought  it  would  be  fun  to 
write  about  places  that  you  don’t 
need  to  get  on  an  airplane  to 
see,”  Del  Rosso  said. 

She  tried  to  cover  a  little  bit  of 
everything  in  Northern 
California.  Two  chapters  in  the 
book  feature  interesting  places 
to  visit  right  here  in  San 
Francisco. 

Del  Rosso  is  a  lifelong  resi¬ 
dent  of  Northern  California  who 
grew  up  on  the  coast  on  her  fa¬ 
ther’s  artichoke  farm.  She  has 
lived  in  San  Francisco  for  more 
then  25  years  and  now  calls  the 
Richmond  District  her  home. 

Del  Rosso  loves  to  travel,  of¬ 


ten  taking  off  with  friends  on 
days  trips. 

“There  is  so  much  to  see  on 
the  coast.  For  example,  its 
mountains  and  wine  country  ar¬ 
eas.  She  is  “amazed”  at  how 
many  people  who  live  here  and 
have  traveled  all  over  Europe 
have  yet  to  visit  Big  Sur  or 
Yosemite.  Some  of  her  favorite 
places  are  in  Plumas  County,  in¬ 
cluding  Lake  Basin,  where  there 
are  a  couple  of  old  lodges  and 
beautiful  trails  around  an  alpine 
lake.  She  also  enjoys  going  to 
Gold  Country  towns,  including 
Downieville,  Amador  City  and 
Volcano.  The  St.  George  Hotel 
in  Volcano  dates  back  to  1862, 
“a  funky  old  place  where  you 
wish  the  walls  could  talk.” 

Del  Rosso  is  a  veteran  traveler 
who  started  by  going  to  Italy  at 
the  age  of  five.  She  said  her 
grandparents  were  there  and  her 
parents  took  her  to  visit. 

Currently,  Del  Rosso  spends 
30  to  60  days  out  of  the  year 
traveling  and  still  tries  to  get 
to  Italy  once  a  year 

Her  interest  in  journalism  be¬ 
gan  in  high  school  writing  for  a 
school  magazine.  She  attributes 
her  interest  in  writing  to  a  terrific 
teacher,  Mr.  Paccini,  who  en¬ 
couraged  her  to  go  into  journal¬ 
ism. 

After  high  school,  she  attend¬ 
ed  Skyline  College  and  entered 
a  journalism  program.  Under 
the  direction  of  another  teacher, 
Sam  Goldman,  her  interest  in 
journalism  grew  and  she  graduat¬ 
ed  with  a  degree  from  San  Jose 
State  University. 

For  several  years  she  was  a 
general  assignment  reporter  for 
newspapers  in  Northern 
California  and  eventually  became 
a  feature  editor  for  Travel  Age 
West.  Four  years  later,  she  be¬ 
came  the  bureau  chief  for  Travel 
Weekly.  She  is  currently  an 
award-wining  freelance  writer 
and  a  contributing  editor  for 
Travel  Weekly. 

During  life’s  travels,  she  has 


earned  the  American  Travel 
Writers  Silver  Lowell  Thomas 
Award  for  a  travel  news  /inves¬ 
tigative  journalism  magazine 
and  written  for  such  publications 
as  the  Boston  Herald.  She  has 
also  contributed  chapters  to  in¬ 
dustry  best  sellers,  including 
Frommer’s  “Honeymoons  in 
Mexico”  and  Fodor’s  “San 
Francisco.” 

Concerning  travel  tips,  she 
stressed  the  importance  of  doing 
research  about  a  destination  in 
advance  and  advised  travelers,  if 
possible,  to  take  Monday  off  and 
to  stay  Sunday  night  if  possible. 
There  are  two  distinct  advan¬ 
tages  to  doing  this,  she  said, 
avoiding  traffic  congestion  and 
staying  at  hotels  and  bed  and 
breakfast  inns  that  often  have 
lower  rates  on  Sunday  through 
Thursday  nights. 

Another  advantage  is  that  the 
small  towns  and  resorts  have  less 
people  during  this  time.  Places 
like  Napa  and  Sonoma  wine  ar¬ 
eas  tend  to  be  crowded  during 
the  weekends  so  the  experience 
tends  to  be  less  relaxing  during 
this  time. 

She  also  pointed  out  that  the 
spring  and  fall  are  fine  times  to 
explore  Northern  California. 
During  these  months,  prices  are 
lower,  the  hills  are  green,  the 
poppies  are  in  bloom  and  temper¬ 
atures  are  cooler. 

Because  of  the  escalating 
coast  of  fuel,  an  increase  in  air 
fares,  and  people’s  time  con¬ 
straints,  the  manner  in  which 
people  travel  has  changed.  They 
are  traveling  long  distances  less 
frequently  and  air  travel  is  be¬ 
coming  less  frequent.  People 
are  choosing  to  travel  closer  to 
home  and  taking  shorter  vaca¬ 
tions. 

“Few  people  take  more  than  a 
week  at  a  time  anymore,”  she 
said.

I  have  closely  followed  all  the 
debates  and  proposals  for  a  sui¬ 
cide  barrier  on  our  beloved 
Golden  Gate  Bridge,  and  have 
another  suggestion  -  one  that 
will  not  cost  millions  of  dollars, 
but  will  pay  for  itself  and  in¬ 
clude  a  “moment  of  interven¬ 
tion”  for  those  with  suicidal  in¬ 
tent.

At  least  one  San  Francisco 
news  source  reported  that  60,000 
people  attended  the  Open  Lands 
concert  on  each  of  its  three  days 
of  operation. 

Consider,  if  you  will,  that 
60,000  people  is  the  same  num¬ 
ber  of  attendees  as  a  sold-out 
49ers  football  game. 

Of  course  a  49ers  sell-out 
crowd  of  60,000  people  uses  pur¬ 
pose-built  access  roads  to  travel 
to  and  from  the  purpose-built 
parking  lots  that  adjoin  the  49ers’ 
purpose-built  events  facility. 
Open  Lands’  attendees  clogged 
residential  thoroughfares  adjoin¬ 
ing  Golden  Gate  Park  on  and  off 
for  the  entire  weekend  (particu¬ 
larly  the  Friday  night  commute 
hours),  overran  the  handful  of 
available  parking  spaces  in  the 
adjoining  neighborhoods,  and 
congregated  in  a  bit  of  urban 
parkland  never  intended  to  host 
massive  multi-day  events. 

A  49ers  game  typically  lasts 
less  than  three  hours,  leaving  the 
entire  event  to  span  roughly  six 
hours  from  start  to  finish.  The 
pounding  of  Open  Lands'  heavi¬ 
ly-amplified  drums  and  basses 
was  heard  for  almost  12  hours  on 
both  Saturday  and  Sunday,  and 
continued  until  10  p.m.  on  Friday 
and  Saturday  nights. 

Some  may  argue  that  the  un¬ 
precedented  appearance  of  ticket 
scalpers  in  the  Outer  Sunset  justi¬ 
fied  the  multiple,  heavy  burdens 


imposed  on  neighborhood  resi¬ 
dents  by  Open  Lands.  As  for  me, 

I  cannot  help  but  believe  that  the 
majority  of  Richmond  and 
Sunset  residents  would  prefer  to 
simply  see  Golden  Gate  Park 
host  a  sold-out  49ers  football 
game  or  two  rather  than  endure 
another  Open  Lands  three-day 
assault.

On  Oct.  8, 
the  SF  Chronicle  had  a  front¬ 
page  article  describing  how  noise 
endangers  people.  The  noise  lev¬ 
el  during  the  August  concert  hit 
at  least  100,  when  the  safe  level 
is  55,  according  to  the  EPA. 

So,  is  the  board  condoning 
physical  and  mental  suffering 
among  the  people  of  their  city?  Is 
the  board  saying  it  is  OK  to  deaf¬ 
en  and  stress  out  this  city’s  citi¬ 
zens,  taxpayers  and  voters?  Does 
this  board  approve  the  fact  that 
the  Recreation  and  Park  Depart¬ 
ment  is  a  major  noise  polluter? 

My  neighbors  and  I  challenge 
it  to  conduct  a  poll  of  all  resi¬ 
dents  from  Park  Presidio  to  30th 
Avenue  on  both  sides  of  the  park 
to  learn  how  much  we  enjoyed 
the  worst  weekend  of  our  lives. 

This  board  needs  to  do  some 
basic  research  about  the  harmful 
effects  of  noise  and  talk  with  us 
constituents  before  they  go  off 
half-cocked  again.

New  traffic-calming  measures

“Calming  measures  recently 
instituted  in  the  Bayview  District 
resulted  in  an  overall  four  to  five 
m.p.h.  speed  reduction," 
Provence  told  area  residents  at  a 
public  meeting  in  October  to  give 
a  progress  report  on  work  done 
so  far. 

The  Richmond  District  project 
will  be  broken  into  three  sectors: 
the  Park  Presidio  Corridor,  the 
area  north  of  Geary  Boulevard 
and  the  area  south  of  Geary.  Park 
Presidio  and  Geary  boulevards 
will  be  included  under  a  separate 
project. 

The  project  area  -  12th  to  25th 
avenues  and  Fulton  to  Lake 
streets  -  was  determined  from  a 
neighborhood  survey  mailed  to 
more  than  2,700  households  in 
the  central  Richmond  District 
and  MTA’s  traffic  study. 

Streets  where  speeding  was 
judged  a  problem  were  marked 
with  red  arrows  on  MTA’s  grid 
map  of  the  project  area,  leading 
members  of  the  audience  to  re¬ 
mark  about  the  high  number  of 
red  arrows. 

“Speeding  was  the  biggest 
concern.  The  speed  data  we  col¬ 
lected  determined  the  traffic 
calming  measures  we  will  use,” 
Provence  said. 

Community  work  groups 


composed  of  interested  residents 
then  met  to  consider  survey  re¬ 
sults  and  provide  additional  feed¬ 
back  to  MTA. 

Some  of  the  calming  measures 
include  traffic  circles  and  chi¬ 
canes,  intersection  gateways,  bus 
bulbouts,  median  islands  and 
speed  bumps,  humps,  tables  and 
cushions. 

Provence  noted  that  some  are 
more  popular  than  others,  and 
others  are  not  widely  used  here 
currently. 

Traffic  circles,  for  example, 
which  are  raised  islands  placed  in 
intersections,  reduce  speeding  by 
forcing  drivers  to  weave  around 
the  circle.  Because  they  are  land¬ 
scaped  in  the  center,  they  also 
improve  aesthetics. 

“There  aren’t  many  in  San 
Francisco  now,  but  they’re  very 
popular  in  Seattle,”  he  said. 

The  MTA  recently  installed  a 
traffic  circle  on  Urbano  Drive  in 
the  Ingleside  Terrace  and  resi¬ 
dents  like  it,  Provence  said. 

However,  when  they  wanted 
to  install  a  traffic  circle  at  Page 
and  Clayton  streets  in  the  Haight 
Ashbury  recently,  neighbors 
launched  a  vigorous  opposition 
campaign  that  included  pickets 
and  even  a  Web  site  titled 
“Danger  On  Page.”  The  plan  was 
subsequently  dropped. 

A  traffic  chicane,  which  is  a 


series  of  raised  islands  that  force 
drivers  to  zigzag  their  way 
through  the  device,  was  recently 
installed  on  Beacon  Street  in 
Diamond  Heights. 

Median  islands  with  extensive 
landscaping,  such  as  those  on 
22nd  Avenue  between  Fulton  and 
Cabrillo  streets,  and  Dolores 
Street  in  the  Mission  District, 
provide  a  nice  experience,  but 
cannot  be  used  everywhere,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Provence. 

Others,  such  as  bus  bulbouts, 
help  speed  bus  traffic,  and  gate¬ 
ways,  or  small  intersection  medi¬ 
ans,  break  up  the  line  of  sight 
and  improve  safety.  Speed 
bumps,  and  their  various  forms, 
such  as  humps  and  cushions,  are 
effective,  but  they  are  considered 
unattractive  and  not  as  popular. 

“These  measures  must  be 
carefully  planned  to  ensure  easy 
access  by  the  fire  department  and 
Muni  and  take  bike  routes  into 
consideration,”  he  said. 

The  next  step  will  involve  a 
voting  process  on  the  calming 
measures  selected.  The  final  plan 
will  then  be  presented  to  the  pub¬ 
lic.  Funding  will  come  from 
monies  provided  under 
Proposition  K,  as  well  as  state 
and  federal  sources. 

“If  funding  is  approved,  the 
plan  will  take  several  years  to 
complete.”  Provence  said.

Growing  up  in  the 

The  Richmond  that  Grant  never  took 

Growing  up  In  the  Richmond  was  a 
great  experience.  I  have  two  lifelong 
friends  who  I  met  in  the  first  grade  at  Star 
of  the  Sea  Catholic  School  on  Ninth 
Avenue,  between  Geary  Boulevard  and 
Clement  Street:  Carl  Swendson  and 
Norman  Black. 

We  have  been  lifelong  friends  for  more 
than  78  years.  We  hung  out  together,  went 
to  the  movies  together,  played  ball  and 
even  played  pool  together  at  Surge’s  Pool 
Hall,  which  was  located  on  Clement  Street 
between  Sixth  and  Seventh  avenues. 

Carl,  Norm  and  I  would  make  nightly 
forays  to  Sarge’s  and  play  a  little  pool  and 
bowl.  Sometimes  we  would  set  pins  for 
Sarge  for  pocket  change  or  enough  money 
for  a  movie. 

This  was  before  the  days  of  automatic 
pin-setting  machines  so  you  had  to  reset 
the  pins  by  hand.  The  pin  pits  were  open, 
and  you  sat  on  a  little  swivel  stool  on  the 
edge  of  the  pit.  When  the  ball  hit  the  pins, 
we  jumped  into  the  pit,  pulled  the  loose 
pins  into  the  pit,  picked  up  the  ball  and 
sent  it  back  on  a  tracker  to  the  bowler. 
Sometimes  it  was  worth  life  and  limb.  If 
you  had  a  particularly  active  bowler,  he 
could  send  the  pins  flying  in  all  directions 
so  you  had  to  be  ready  to  duck.  Talk  about 
danger! 

Since  all  three  of  us  were  Catholic,  we 
attended  mass  at  Star  of  Sea  Church.  I  was 
impressed  with  the  ceremony  and  especial¬ 
ly  the  Latin.  It  made  me  think  of  knights 
and  kings,  such  as  King  Arthur  and  all  the 
pomp  and  ceremony  connected  with  the 
Round  Table.  I  looked  forward  to  St. 

Ignatius  High  School  so  I  could  study 
Latin  and  better  understand  the  mass. 

Carl  and  I  went  to  St.  Ignatius,  but 
Norm  opted  for  George  Washington  High 
School  at  30th  Avenue  and  Geary 
Boulevard,  but  we  still  hung  out  together. 
Almost  every  school  night,  our  big  meet¬ 
ing  place  was  the  Richmond  Library  on 
Ninth  Avenue  between  Geary  Boulevard 
and  Clement  Street.  That  was  the  gathering 
place  for  all  the  high  school  kids.  Of 
course,  our  excuse  to  our  parents  for  going 
to  the  library  was  to  study,  although  we 
didn’t  get  much  studying  done. 

Sometimes  we  would  sit  across  from 


our  favorite 
girl  and  play 
“footsie”  un¬ 
der  the  table, 
kicking  off  our 
shoes  ahd  rub¬ 
bing  our  feet 
together.  It 

Richmond  those 

days,  and  we 

were  very  naive. 

After  the  library  closed,  the  high  school 
kids  all  went  their  separate  ways,  but  my 
two  buddies  and  I  stayed  close.  Norm,  Carl 
and  I  would  walk  down  Clement  Street 
singing  to  anyone  who  would  listen.  I  was 
the  tenor,  Norm  the  baritone  and  Carl  the 
bass.  We  called  ourselves  ‘The  Clement 
Street  Troubadours.”  We  weren’t  very 
good,  but  we  thought  we  were  terrific. 

Some  nights  we  would  hike  out  to  21st 
Avenue  and  Lake  Street  and  serenade 
Jackie  Bettencourt,  Norman’s  high  school 
love,  and  her  sister.  Jackie  and  Norman 
were  pledged  to  each  other  all  through 
high  school  and  the  war  years.  When  Norm 
returned  home  from  the  war,  they  got  mar¬ 
ried  and  had  a  very  long  relationship  of 
more  than  50  years. 

My  first  romance  was  in  the  Richmond 
also.  I  met  and  fell  in  love  with  Barbara 
Harvey  when  I  was  17  and  she  was  Sweet 
16.  We  were  very  serious  and  planned  to 
get  married  in  five  years  when  I  graduated 
from  college,  but  the  war  interrupted  our 
plans.  Actually,  she  dumped  me  before  I 
went  to  war.  It  was  never  meant  to  be. 

Next  door  to  the  Coliseum  was  a  very 
small  sweet  shop.  I  always  though  of  it  as 
part  of  the  theater.  It  was  run  by  a  little 
Greek  fellow  who  sold  the  very  best  frozen 
bananas  for  a  nickel.  My  friends  and  I 
would  line  up  at  the  counter,  and  the  line 
sometimes  would  extend  out  the  door  and 
almost  up  to  Ninth  Avenue.  He  would  pass 
out  the  chocolate-covered  bananas  as  fast 
as  he  could  and  drop  the  money  in  a  little 
box  by  his  side.  I  don’t  know  if  he  even 
had  a  cash  register.  Still,  those  bananas 
were  so  delicious,  we  gobbled  them  up  as 
fast  as  we  could. 

My  friends  and  I  had  some  great  times 
together.  We  lived,  played  and  loved  in  the 
Richmond  District.  Take  it  from  a  world 
traveler,  it’s  the  greatest  neighborhood  in 
the  world.  From  the  library  to  the  bowling 
alley  to  Star  of  the  Sea  to  the  sweet  shop, 
we  loved  it  all.

Neighborhood  pulls  together 
to  clean  up  trash,  graffiti 


Richmond  District  residents,  members 
of  George  Washington  High  School's 
JROTC  and  employees  of  the  SF 
Department  of  Public  Works  (DPW)  and 
Norcal  gathered  at  the  Richmond 
Recreation  Center  Oct.  4  for  a  neighbor¬ 
hood  cleanup. 

Also,  the  anti-graffiti  team  from  Pre- 
Trial  Diversion  scrubbed  and  repainted  to 
remove  unsightly  graffiti. 

Working  under  bright  blue  skies,  the 
workers  picked  up  trash,  swept  leaves  and 
collected  household  garbage,  recyclables 
and  compostables.  By  day’s  end,  more  than 
two  tons  of  trash,  leaves  and  debris  had 
been  collected. 

This  was  the  second  cleanup  of  the  year 
organized  by  Keep  Our  Neighborhood 
Clean  (KONC),  a  program  of  the 
Richmond  District  Neighborhood  Center 
(RDNC). 

The  cleanup  also  became  an  impromptu 
swap-meet,  with  neighbors  dropping  off 
old  furniture  and  bric-a-brac,  and  picking 
up  something  in  return.  Sean  McGrew,  di¬ 
rector  of  the  Richmond  Recreation  Center, 
rescued  a  beautiful  mirror  for  the  center's 
boxing  class,  as  w ell  as  some  needed  office 
equipment. 

Local  businesses  donated  generously  to 
the  cleanup.  Starbucks,  Safeway  at  the 
Beach,  House  of  Bagels,  Gastronom 
Market  and  Euro  donated  coffee  and 
snacks  for  the  hungry  volunteers.  And  to 
remind  everyone  of  the  importance  of  a 


clean  environment,  PG&E  donated  low-en¬ 
ergy  CFL  light  bulbs. 

In  September,  DPW  reduced  its  street 
sweeping  in  the  Richmond  District  from 
every  week  to  twice  a  month.  This  has 
caused  litter  and  leaves  to  accumulate. 
Removing  leaves  from  the  street  was  espe¬ 
cially  important,  since  they  tend  to  clog  the 
drains,  which  in  turn  leads  to  flooding  dur¬ 
ing  the  rainy  season. 

"Everyone's  hard  work  is  greatly  appre¬ 
ciated,  especially  in  view  of  the  cutbacks," 
said  Jean  Barish,  KONC  co-founder  and 
RDNC  board  member.  "We  want  everyone 
to  understand  the  benefits  of  reducing  lit¬ 
ter.  Clean  streets  are  such  an  important  part 
of  a  livable  neighborhood." 

Some  tips  to  keeping  the  Richmond 
clean  include: 

•  Always  toss  trash  in  garbage  cans; 

•  Set  a  good  example  by  not  littering; 

•  Do  not  dump  garbage  on  the  street 
comers  or  in  city  trash  cans  and  take  ad¬ 
vantage  of  Sunset  Scavenger's  free  furni¬ 
ture  and  household  waste  pickup  by  calling

•  Use  e-recycling,  not  the  sidewalk,  to 
get  rid  of  electronic  waste;  , 

•  Report  illegal  dumping  and  graffiti  by 
calling  311.

Important  to  vote  Nov.  4 


When  I  received  my  San  Francisco 
Voter  Information  Pamphlet  a  couple  of 
weeks  ago,  the  first  thing  I  noticed  was 
how  thick  it  was,  about  an  inch  thick.  To 
expect  anyone  to  read  it  cover  to  cover  is 
pretty  insane! 

November  4  will  prove  to  be  a  very  im¬ 
portant  election  day  in  San  Francisco.  Not 
only  will  we  be  voting  for  our  next  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  United  States,  but  in  San 
Francisco,  seven  out  of  our  1 1  supervisori¬ 
al  seats  are  either  up  for  election  or  re-elec¬ 
tion,  including  the  whole  west  side  of 
town,  including  districts  1  (Richmond)  and 
4  (Sunset). 

My  mailbox  has  been  stuffed  with  cam¬ 
paign  mailers  the  whole  month  of  October. 
It’s  turning  out  to  be  the  moderates  running 
against  the  ultra-liberals  in  the  fight  to  gain 
control  of  politics  in  San  Francisco. 

I  attended  a  debate  with  all  nine  District 
1  candidates  on  Oct.  15  and  found  that  all 
the  candidates  were  well  spoken  and  had 
different  plans  for  the  Richmond  District. 
The  leading  candidates  are  Sue  Lee,  Alicia 
Wang,  and  Eric  Mar  with  Lee  and  Wang 
more  on  the  moderate  side,  and  Mar  with 
the  ultra-liberal  views.  They  all  have  their 
supporters,  but  I  do  believe  the  Richmond 
would  be  better  served  by  a  more  moderate 
supervisor. 

In  District  4,  incumbent  Supervisor 
Carmen  Chu  is  running  against  Ron 
Dudum.  Chu  was  appointed  to  office  by 
Mayor  Gavin  Newsom  about  a  year  ago 
and  has  been  doing  a  great  job  representing 
the  people  in  the  Sunset  District.  I  also  like 
her  background  working  in  the  City’s  bud¬ 
get  and  finance  department  prior  to  taking 
office,  thus  she  is  aware  of  the  income  and 
expenditure  issues  facing  our  City.  I  do  not 
feel  a  change  is  necessary  and  am  support¬ 
ing  her  re-election  efforts. 

There  are  two  ballot  measures  dealing 
with  real  estate  issues  this  November. 
Proposition  M  puts  into  the  rent  control  or¬ 
dinances  specific  acts  of  harassment  that 
can  be  taken  by  landlords  against  their  ten¬ 
ants. 

Proposition  N  doubles  the  transfer  tax 
rate  on  sales  of  properties  that  are  $5  mil¬ 
lion  or  more. 

As  for  Prop.  M,  harassment  of  tenants 
by  landlords  is  totally  unacceptable,  but 
there  are  al¬ 
ready  provi¬ 
sions  in  the 
rent  control  or¬ 
dinances  deal¬ 
ing  with  this.  I 
see  a  couple  of 
problems  with 
this  proposal, 
which  attempts 
to  define  ha¬ 
rassment.  It 
will  be  up  to 
the  attorneys 
to  decide  what 
acts  fall  under 
the  definition 


of  “harass¬ 
ment.” 

Additional¬ 
ly,  some  might 
conclude  that 
these  are  all 
the  possible 
acts  of  harass¬ 
ment,  any  oth¬ 
er  actions  are 
not  harassment 
because  they  are  not  included  on  this  list.  I 
believe  the  net  effect  of  this  will  be  to 
cause  landlords  not  to  have  any  interaction 
with  their  tenants  and  vice  versa.  The  work 
will  be  left  to  attorneys,  who  will  be  mak¬ 
ing  more  money  from  the  law. 

My  question  is:  “Why  can’t  we  just  get 
along?” 

Proposition  M  only  identifies  specific 
harassment  acts  that  can  be  committed 
against  tenants  by  landlords,  but  what 
about  the  other  way  around,  harassment 
acts  by  tenants  against  landlords.  I  have 
heard  horrific  stories  of  what  tenants  can 
do  and  get  away  with,  yet  there  are  no 
laws  against  those  actions.  I  would  urge 
you  to  vote  “no”  on  Prop.  M. 

Proposition  N  seeks  to  double  the  trans¬ 
fer  tax  rate  on  sales  of  properties  that  sell 
for  $5  million  and  up.  The  current  rate  is 
0.75  percent  and  the  proposed  increase  is 
to  be  1 .5  percent  of  the  sales  price,  mean¬ 
ing  that  on  a  $5  million  sale,  the  tax  will 
be  $75,000. 

The  original  proposal  was  to  double  the 
transfer  tax  on  even  lower-priced  proper¬ 
ties,  but  through  negotiation  and  with 
strong  opposition,  the  increase  was  limited 
to  the  $5  million  amount.  Even  though  I 
will  probably  never  have  to  deal  with  this 
issue  on  a  personal  basis,  my  fear  is  that  if 
this  gets  passed,  that  threshold  will  contin¬ 
ue  to  go  down  until  it  does  affect  the  aver¬ 
age  homeowner.  If  N  passes,  the  supervi¬ 
sors  will  get  the  message  that  this  is  an 
easy  way  to  get  money  for  the  City  and 
might  start  charging  higher  rates  at  lower 
sales-price  levels. 

I  believe  the  problem  is  not  one  of  rev¬ 
enue  as  our  City  budget  has  increased  sub¬ 
stantially  in  recent  years.  The  problem  is 
that  the  City  needs  to  control  its  expendi¬ 
tures,  much  like  what  we  are  all  doing  dur¬ 
ing  this  financial  crisis.  I  urge  you  to  vote 
“no”  on  Prop.  N. 

This  election  can  change  the  political 
landscape  of  our  beloved  City.  You  might 
agree  or  disagree  with  my  positions,  but  I 
urge  you  to  study  the  candidates  and  is¬ 
sues,  and  vote  on  Nov.  4!

How  do  we  fund  GG  Park? 


When  San  Franciscans  committed  to 
improving  our  neighborhood  parks  through 
local  bond  measures  and  charter  amend¬ 
ments  got  together,  an  important  question 
came  up:  What  is  the  role  of  Golden  Gate 
Park  as  a  resource  not  just  for  west  side 
neighbors,  but  for  the  region  as  a  whole? 

At  more  than  1 ,000  acres.  Golden  Gate 
Park  is  larger  than  New  York’s  Central 
Park,  and  attracts  13  million  visitors  a 
year,  making  it  America’s  third  most  visit¬ 
ed  city  park.  Since  the  1860s,  our  desire 
for  a  world-class  park  in  our  world-class 
City  has  endured. 

There  is  no  question  that  the  incredible 
work  of  improving  Golden  Gate  Park  is 
yielding  results.  A  rebuilt  M.H.  deYoung 
Memorial  Museum,  a  new  Conservatory  of 
Flowers  and  our  wonderful  Academy  of 
Sciences  are  jewels  in  the  crown  of  this  in¬ 
credible  regional  resource. 

The  local  philanthropic  community  and 
community  volunteers  have  pitched  in 
when  there  weren’t  enough  resources,  both 
with  financial  assistance  and  community 
service,  to  make  the  institutions  what  they 
are  today. 

Although  there  has  been  much  private 
generosity,  it  is  becoming  increasingly 
clear  that  the  public  sector  must  step  up  to 
build  on  our  successes  and  fund  our  future.

making  a  dif¬ 
ference,  there 
are  nearly 
$500  million 
in  deferred 
capital  needs 
facing  the 
park.  If  we 
value  Golden 
Gate'Park  and 
maintaining  it 
at  a  high  quality,  we  must  develop  a  dedi¬ 
cated  and  secure  revenue  source. 

How,  in  tough  economic  times,  might 
we  accomplish  such  a  feat? 

Our  neighbors  across  California  have 
discovered  an  innovative  financing  tool: 
the  regional  park  district.  In  the  East  Bay 
and  on  the  Peninsula,  regional  park  dis¬ 
tricts  are  successfully  funding  our  open 
spaces.  Since  these  districts  rely  upon 
property  tax  assessments  and  special 
levies,  they  are  more  immune  from  budget 
cuts  than  would  usually  be  the  case.  After 
all,  California  property  taxes  are  fairly  sta¬ 
ble  and  generally  on  the  rise,  even  in  tough 
times. 

One  of  the  major  obstacles  to  San 
Francisco  adopting  a  regional  park  district 
and  renewing  our  public  commitment  to 
parks  and  open  space  is  that  state  law 
about  regional  parks  is  silent  on  San 
Francisco.  As  the  only  city  and  county  in 
California,  and  in  a  region  where  our 
neighbors  have  already  acted,  legislative 
action  may  be  needed  to  adopt  the  best 
park  planning  and  finance  practices  in  our 
region. 

Over  the  course  of  the  next  few  months, 
I  will  be  facilitating  a  conversation  with 
stakeholders  to  identify  win-win  solutions 
that  protect  and  increase  funding  for  this 
regional  treasure.  I  hope  you’ll  share  your 
thoughts  by  writing  me  at  455  Golden  Gate 
Ave.,  Suite  14600,  San  Francisco,  CA 
94103  or  at  my  Web  site  at  www.assem- 
bly.ca.gov/ma.
